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PREFACE. 


Services have, in their form and order, been largely‏ ממ ו" 
modelled on the Union Prayer Book (published by the‏ 
Central Conference of American Rabbis), which up to‏ 
now has been used by our Congregation for the services‏ 
during the High Holy Days. Some of the prayers and‏ 
hymns, and almost all of the Memorial Service, have been‏ 
taken from that book, and our thanks are due to the‏ 
Central Conference of American Rabbis, who, through‏ 
their executive officers, gave us permission to do this.‏ 
Thanks are also due to the Jewish Publication Society‏ 
of America for permission to use the hymn on page 121;‏ 
to the Trustees of the Arthur Davis Memorial Fund for‏ 
permission to use some of the translations in “ Service‏ 
of the Synagogue ’’; to the West London Synagogue of‏ 
British Jews for the prayers adapted from their Prayer‏ 
Book ; and to Mrs. Alice Lucas for the poems on pages 172‏ 
and 212 taken from her “ Jewish Year.’’ What has been‏ 
taken or adapted from these sources is set out in detail in‏ 
the Appendix. The traditional Ashkenazi and Sephardi‏ 
prayer books, and the Bible (Revised Version), have‏ 
contributed the larger portions of nearly all the Services.‏ 
The Appendix shows the source of each prayer, or group‏ 
of prayers, except those Bible passages whose several‏ 
sources are indicated in the text. Many of the prayers‏ 
are new, having been specially written for these‏ 
services ; they are indicated in the Appendix.‏ 


The English that accompanies the Hebrew prayers 
contains, in most cases, a paraphrase—not a translation— 
of the Hebrew. Sometimes it also enlarges the meaning 
of a Hebrew phrase or sentence. 


Circumstances have necessitated the publication of 
Volume IJ.—that is this book—of our Services before 
Volume I. That volume, will, it is hoped, be published 
soon. It will contain the Services for the Sabbath, the 
Festivals, and for other occasions ; also an introduction 


to the Prayer Book, explaining the principles and ideas 
which guided its compilation.

Are we 
filled with the love of God? We must fathom our hearts 
to see the evil and sin in them, that we may feel the 
pain of contrition, and repent. God is our Judge. Our 
times are in his hands, and he establishes the length 
of our days. To him who blessed us with life we must 
account for its use. He has promised forgiveness to 
the sinful who truly repent, that life may begin anew 
for them. So this season of Penitential Days has been 
given to summon us unto repentance, and to fill our 
hearts with new resolve and hope; yea, to help us 
banish some part of the transgression and sin that 
separate us from God, so that we may live more and 
more in the light of his countenance. 

Our Father, we are sojourners before thee and our 
life upon earth is but a span. Time, like a river, rolls 
on, bearing year after year into the sea of eternity. 
But thy love calls us to stay our hearts upon thee ; 
and to thee we pray for life, and for the strength and 
knowledge to live aright. Deliver us from the bondago 
of evil ways and sinful thought, which the past has laid 
upon us, and make us free to seek thee with our whole 


soul and might. Let this be for us the beginning of 
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a new season of life and health, of greater purity, of 
nobler resolve and holier deeds, of quicker readiness to 
serve thee. O teach us to repent and give us hope. 
Teach us, even while we acknowledge our frailty and 
sin, to link ourselves ardently with thee. 

We rejoice because we may work with thee in the 
creation of that which is good on earth, and we would 
serve thee in thankfulness and hope. The passing of 
time leaves in its track moments and hours and days 
whose memory is bitterness; they are beyond recall, 
and we tremble in our helplessness. But we know that 
with thee is the victory of good, and trusting in thy love 
we place our imperfect and incomplete work before thine 
altar, O God of righteousness ; and we move forward to 
the unknown future, resolved to labour continually in 
thy service.

In ancient days the trumpet was sounded in Israel, 
as a call to the observance of a sacred day, and especially 
on the day of the new moon. But the trumpet call 
which we hear to-day came to be associated with a 
recognition of the dominion and rule of God, and with 
the revelation of his law. For he is the Creator of the 
world, and he judges all creatures whether they be good 
or evil, and from him comes all truth and knowledge. 
Let us, therefore, hearken to these sounds with readiness 
to hear in them the call to a fuller recognition of the 
dominion of God, and to deeper loyalty in his 
service.

Hear, O heavens, and give ear, O earth, for the Lord

Thus saith the Lord, the King of Israel, and his 
Redeemer, the Lord of hosts: I am the first, and I 
am the last ; and beside me there is no God. 


The heavens declare the glory of God; and the 
firmament showeth his handiwork. 


For lo, he that formeth the mountains, and createth 
the wind, and declareth unto man what is his thought, 
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that maketh the morning darkness, and treadeth upon 
the high places of the earth ; the Lord, the God of hosts, 
is his name. 


Who covereth the heaven with clouds, who prepareth 
rain for the earth, who maketh grass to grow upon the 
mountains. He giveth to the beast his food, and to the 
young ravens which cry. 


Who knoweth not in all these, that the hand of the 
Lord hath wrought this? In whose hand is the soul 
of every living thing, and the breath of all mankind. 


Lo, these are but the outskirts of his ways: and how 
small a whisper do we hear of him! But the thunder 
of his power who can understand ? 


For we are but of yesterday, and know nothing, because 
our days upon earth are a shadow.

But only a 
little corner of his world is revealed to us, so that we cannot 
fully understand his ways; often we cannot trace the 
plain workings of justice in the affairs of men. Though 
the end of God’s work is thus far beyond our knowing, 
so that we are baffled by much that happens, yet, taught 
by the vision of faith and directed by trust in him, we 
believe in the reign of righteousness, and we look for the 
full establishment of his purpose among men and in the 
universe. Through the righteousness of God will come 
salvation, as it has been said in his name: Hearken 
unto me, my people; and give ear unto me, O my 
nation: for a law shall go forth from me, and I will 
make my judgment to rest for a light of the peoples. 
My righteousness is near; my salvation is gone forth, 
and mine arms shall judge the people; the isles shall 
wait upon me, and on mine arm shall they trust. Lift 
up your eyes to the heavens, and look upon the earth 
beneath ; for the heavens shall vanish away like smoke, 
and the earth shall wax old like a garment, and they 
that dwell therein shall die in like manner ; but 
my salvation shall be for ever, and my righteousness 
shall not be abolished.

And, because 
humanity is one, we all have to share in the evil that 
burdens the life of human society, the wars and enmities 
between nations, the injustice that corrupts the relations 
among men, destroying the spirit of brotherhood, and 
bringing misery, suffering and want to many. The spirit of 
man falls far short of the great responsibility laid upon it 
by its divine nature. Verily, we have turned away from 
God. The burden of sin lies heavily upon us, even too 
heavily to bear, were it not for God’s mercy which pro- 
mises forgiveness. We do not ask him to save us from the 
consequences of the evil we have done, or to spare us the 
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suffering that must follow sin; but we look to him for 
help to overcome in some measure the tendencies in us 
that drive to evil or prevent the striving for good, and to 
blot out the spiritual and moral degradation that past 
sins have caused in us; so that we may know more 
fully our relation to him and feel more deeply the love of 
him. Do our hearts yearn for him ? Let us truly confess 
our sins and repent. While we have being and strength, 
let us use them to increase goodness in ourselves and in 
humanity ; and so seek complete atonement with God. 
For God is loving; he knoweth our weakness, and he 
will help us to come to him. His hand is mercifully 
outstretched to receive the penitent.

Must I 
not confess that often I have sought the mere pleasures 
of the body, forgetful of the spirit within me? The 
desire for wealth has banished from my heart the thought 
of eternity and thee.

1 have not sought knowledge, but been content 
with ignorance ; malice and hatred have been in my 
heart where only love should be ; I have done unjustly, 
heedless of thy commands ; I have striven for unworthy 
ends.

Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice like a trumpet, 
and declare unto my people their transgressions, and to 
the house of Jacob their sins. Yet they seek me daily, 
and delight to know my ways: as a nation that did 
righteousness, and forsook not the ordinance of their 
God, they ask of me righteous ordinances, they delight 
to draw near unto God. Wherefore have we fasted, say 
they, and thou seest not ? Wherefore have we afflicted 
our soul, and thou takest no knowledge ? Behold, in 
the day of your fast ye find your own pleasure, and 
exact all your labours. Behold, ye fast for strife and 
contention, and to smite with the fist of wickedness ; 
ye fast not this day so as tomake your voice to be heard 
on high. Is such the fast that I have chosen ? the day 
for a man to afflict his soul ? Is it to bow down his head 
as a rush, and to spread sackcloth and ashes under him ? 
Wilt thou call this a fast, and an acceptable day to the 
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Lord? Is not this the fast that I have chosen: To 
loose the bonds of wickedness, to undo the bands of the 
yoke, and to let the oppressed go free, and that ye 
break every yoke ? Is it not to deal thy bread to the 
hungry, and that thou bring the poor that are cast out 
tothy house ? when thou seest the naked, that thou cover 
him; and that thou hide not thyself from thine own flesh ? 
Then shall thy light break forth as the morning, and thy 
healing shall spring forth speedily : and thy righteousness 
shall go before thee; the glory of the Lord shall be thy 
rearward. Then shalt thou call, and the Lord shall answer ; 
thou shalt cry, and he shall say, HereI am. If thou take 
away from the midst of thee the yoke, the putting 
forth of the finger, and speaking wickedly ; and if thou 
draw out thy soul to the hungry, and satisfy the afflicted 
soul; then shall thy light rise in darkness, and thine 
obscurity be as the noonday: and the Lord shall guide 
thee continually, and satisfy thy soul in dry places, 
and make strong thy bones; and thou shalt be like a 
watered garden, and like a spring of water, whose waters 
fail not.

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THE DAY OF ATONEMENT IN HISTORY. 


(Abodah.) 


Reader : 


The time when our forefathers first began the obser- 
vance of this Day of Atonement lies far behind us ; so 
far that it has left no record except in the customs which 
later generations took from it, modifying them from time 
to time to conform with the developed ideas and altered 
circumstances of life. As the conception of sin, and 
the ideas about the relation between God and man, grew 
and deepened, so the meaning of this day was enlarged, 
and the means of its observance were spiritualized. May 
we not justly—gratefully but humbly—see the guidance 
of God in the way in which our religion and some of its 
institutions have grown from crude and far origins to 
purified expressions of the best that man knows and 
feels when he turns toward God 1 

When Israel believed in the worship of God by animal 
sacrifices, this day was observed by the holiest and most 
solemn Temple ritual. Only on this Day of Atonement 
did even the High Priest enter the Holy of Holies, the 
part of the Temple which held the Ark with the Tables 
of Law—the most sacred symbols of Israel’s ancient 
religion. In accordance with the ideas of that time, 
the sacrifice of incense offered in this most holy shrine, 
and the prayers uttered there, were the most potent 
to bring forgiveness and atonement. And as we try to 
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imagine the ceremony, we can catch a faint echo of its 
influence on those who observed it. In the appearance 
of the High Priest, as he came out of the Holy of Holies, 
in the benign light that seemed to shine over him, they 
saw the promise of blessing. 


“How glorious was he when the people gathered round 
him 

At his coming forth out of the sanctuary ! 

As the morning star in the midst of a cloud, 

As the moon at the full: 

As the sun shining forth upon the temple of the Most 
High, 

And as the rainbow giving light in clouds of 
glory : 

As the flower of roses in the days of new fruits, 

As lilies at the waterspring, 

As the shoot of the frankincense tree in the time of 
summer : ו‎ 

As fire and incense in the censer, 

As a vessel all of beaten gold 

Adorned with all manner of precious stones : 

As an olive tree budding forth fruits, 

And as a cypress growing high among the clouds. 

When he took up the robe of glory, 

And put on the perfection of exultation, 

In the ascent of the holy altar, 

He made glorious the precinct of the sanctuary. 


And when he received the portions out of the priests’ 
hands, 


Himself also standing by the hearth of the altar, 
His brethren as a garland round about him, 
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He was as a young cedar in Libanus ; 

And as stems of palm trees compassed they him round 
about, \ 

And all the sons of Aaron in their glory, 

And the Lord’s offering in their hands, before all the 
congregation of Israel. 

And finishing the service at the altars, That he might 
adorn the offering of the Most High the Almighty, 

He stretched out his hand to the cup, 

And poured of the blood of the grape ; 

He poured out at the foot of the altar 

A sweet-smelling savour unto the Most High the King 
of all. 

Then shouted the sons of Aaron, They sounded the 
trumpets of beaten work, They made a great noise to 
be heard, 

For a remembrance before the Most High. 

Then all the people together hasted, 

And fell down upon the earth on their faces 

To worship their Lord the Almighty, God Most 
High. 

The singers also praised him with their voices ; 

In the whole house was there made sweet melody. 

And the people besought the Lord Most High, 

In prayer before him that is merciful, 

Till the worship of the Lord should be ended ; 

And so they accomplished his service.” 


The High Priest first prayed for himself and his family 
in words, which even now give voice to the deepest 
‘meaning of this day’s worship.

In this prayer the High Priest uttered that name of 
God, which was held too sacred for use, even in prayer, 
on other occasions. When the people heard it, they fell 
on their knees, exclaiming: Blessed be the name of the 
glorious majesty of his kingdom for ever and ever. 
And the High Priest called out, Ye shall be pure. 

Three times this service was performed. After 
praying for himself and his family, the High Priest 
prayed also for the house of Aaron, that is, for the priests; 
and finally he prayed for the whole people. 

Even so our prayers this day are not only for ourselves 
and those nearest to us ; but even for the whole house of 
Israel, in whose destiny we are concerned, for whose 
purity we are all responsible, in whose divine mission we 
all have a share. 
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May all Israel be reconciled this day to thee, O Lord 
our God, so that the erring may be led back, those 
estranged from the heritage of their fathers may be 
restored, and those who have grown cold and indifferent 
may be quickened with new zeal. So shall all Jews be 
united in the bonds of hope and faith, and in devotion 
to thy service, and the house of Israel shall 8 
strengthened for the fulfilment of its mission. As 
it is promised in thy name: Yet now hear, O Jacob, 
my servant; and Israel, whom I have chosen: Thus 
saith the Lord that made thee: Fear not, O Jacob, 
my servant; and thou, Jeshurun, whom 1 have 
chosen. For I will pour water upon him that is 
thirsty and streams upon the dry ground: I will 
pour my spirit upon thy seed and my blessing upon 
thine offspring; and they shall spring up as among 
the grass, as willows by the watercourses. One shall 
say, I am the Lord’s; and another shall call himself by 
the name of Jacob ; and another shall subscribe with his 
hand uuto the Lord, and surname himself by the name 


of Israel. 
Reader and Congregation, then Choir : 


O Lord, pardon the sins, 
iniquities and _ transgres- 
sions which thy people, the 
house of Israel, have com- 
mitted, as it is said: On 
this day the Lord will

After the destruction of the Temple our fathers 
did at all times greatly mourn this loss; but more 
especially on this Day of Atonement, because of their 
belief in the atoning value of animal sacrifices. In 
their hearts there was a yearning for the magnificent, 
solemn Temple service of this day ; asit was expressed by 
one of Israel’s great poets : 


Happy he that day who saw

Reader : 


When we recall the long course of Israel’s life with its

Again and again that loyalty brought 
upon them hatred and the oppression of cruelty, and 
many were driven to a martyr’s death for the sake of the 
faith in their hearts.

Long, long ago the thought arose in the minds of 
Israel’s most inspired teachers that the Jews were 
destined by God for a special service to the world. As 
they thought of Israel’s past, revealing throughout the 
hand of a loving providence and enriched with great 
blessings, they perceived the divine character of Israel’s 
destiny. Though those blessings came through human 
work and instruction, yet they could only have as their 
source the Ruler of the world. The confidence in the God 
whom Israel worshipped, that he was the God of all men, 
that in the worship of him, through justice, love and 
mercy, humanity shall find salvation, established in our 
fathers the consciousness that Israel was appointed, as the 
witness of God, to bring all mankind unto him. And in 
Israel’s sufferings they saw yet another token of Israel’s 
mission to proclaim God’s message unto man. Age by 
age, an ever increasing number have turned to the worship 
of God. When we think of the spiritual and moral 
blessings which have flowed from the fountain of truth

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READING FROM THE PROPHETS. 
THE BOOK OF JONAH.* 


Now the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the son of 
Amittai, saying, Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city, 
and cry against it; for their wickedness is come up 
before me. But Jonah rose up to flee to Tarshish from the 
presence of the Lord; and he went down to Joppa, and 
found a ship going to Tarshish: so he paid the fare 
thereof, and went down into it, to go with them unto 
Tarshish from the presence of the Lord. But the Lord 
sent out a great wind into the sea, and there was a mighty 
tempest in the sea, so that the ship was like to be broken. 
Then the mariners were afraid, and cried every man unto 
his ₪00 ; and they cast forth the wares that were in the 
ship into the sea, to lighten it unto them. But Jonah 
was gone down into the innermost part of the ship ; and 
he lay, and was fast asleep. So the shipmaster came to 
him, and said unto him, What meanest thou, O sleeper ? 
arise, call upon thy God, if so be that God will think 
upon us, that we perish not. And they said every one 
to his fellow, Come, and let us cast lots, that we may know 
for whose cause this evil is upon us. So they cast lots, 
and the lot fell upon Jonah. Then said they unto him, 
Tell us, we pray thee, for whose cause this evil is upon us ; 
what is thine occupation ? and whence comest thou ? 


* The Book of Jonah is read at this service for its message of divine love 
to all men, and for its promise of forgiveness to all who repent. The writer, 
adopting the method of his time, has expressed the idea in the form of a 
story. A Jewish prophet is sent_to a non-Jewish people to call them to 
repentance in the name of God. In Jonah’'s desire to escape from this task, 
and the experience which it brings upon him, the writer has put in the form 
of an allegory a rebuke to those who would take anything less than a 
universal view of Judaism, or ascribe to God anything less than a universal 
love. The God whom Israel worships is a God of love, eager to show mercy 
to the penitent, and His care is over all His creatures—that 18 what the author 
of the Book of Jonah wishes to tell us. 
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what is thy country ? and of what people art thou ? 
And he said unto them, I am an Hebrew ; and I fear the 
Lord, the God of heaven, who hath made the sea and the 
dry land. Then were the men exceedingly afraid, and 
said unto him, What is this that thou hast done ? 
For the men knew that he fled from the presence of the 
Lord, because he had told them. Then said they unto 
him, What shall we do unto thee, that the sea may be 
calm unto us ? for the sea grew more and more tempes- 
tuous. And he said unto them, Take me up, and cast me 
forth into the sea; so shall the sea be calm unto you: for 
I know that for my sake this great tempest is upon you. 
Nevertheless the men rowed hard to get them back to the 
land ; but they could not : for the sea grew more and more 
tempestuous against them. Wherefore they cried unto 
the Lord, and said, We beseech thee, O Lord, we beseech 
thee, let us not perish for this man’s life, and lay not upon 
us innocent blood: for thou, O Lord, hast done as it 
pleased thee. So they took up Jonah, and cast him forth 
into the sea: and the sea ceased from her raging. Then 
the men feared the Lord exceedingly ; and they offered 
a sacrifice unto the Lord, and made vows. And the 
Lord prepared a great fish to swallow up Jonah ; and 
Jonah was in the belly of the fish three days and three 
nights. Then Jonah prayed unto the Lord his God. 
And he said, 


I called by reason of mine affliction unto the Lord, 

And he answered me ; 

Out of the belly of Sheol cried I, 

And thou heardest my voice. 

For thou didst cast me into the depth, in the heart of 
the seas, 

And the flood was round about me ; 
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All thy waves and thy billows passed over me. 

And I said, I am cast out from before thine eyes ; 

Yet I will look again toward thy holy temple. 

The waters compassed me about, even to the soul ; 

The deep was round about me ; 

The weeds were wrapped about my head. 

I went down to the bottoms of the mountains ; 

The earth with her bars closed upon me for ever : 

Yet hast thou brought up my life from the pit, O Lord 
my God. 

When my soul fainted within me, I remembered the 
Lord : : 

And my prayer came in unto thee, into thine holy 
temple. 

They that regard lying vanities 

Forsake their own mercy. 

But I will sacrifice unto thee with the voice of thanks- 
giving ; 

1 will pay that which I have vowed. 

Salvation is of the Lord. 


And the Lord spake unto the fish, and it vomited out 
Jonah upon the dry land. 


And the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the second 
time, saying, Arise, go unto Nineveh, that great city, and 
preach unto it the preaching that I bid thee. So Jonah 
arose, and went unto Nineveh, according to the word of 
the Lord. Now Nineveh was an exceeding great city, 
of three days’ journey. And Jonah began to enter into 
the city for a day’s journey, and he cried, and said, Yet 
forty days, and Nineveh shall be overthrown. And the 
people of Nineveh believed God; and they proclaimed 
a fast, and put on sackcloth, from the greatest of them 
even to the least of them. And the tidings reached the

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king of Nineveh, and he arose from his throne, and laid 
his robe from him, and covered him with sackcloth, and 
sat in ashes. And he made proclamation and published 
through Nineveh by the decree of the king and his nobles, 
saying, Let neither man nor beast, herd nor flock, taste 
any thing: let them not feed, nor drink water : but let 
them be covered with sackcloth, both man and beast, 
and let them cry mightily unto God: yea, let them turn 
every one from his evil way, and from the violence 
that is in their hands. Who knoweth whether God will 
not turn and repent, and turn away from his fierce anger, 
that we perish not! And God saw their works, that they 
turned from their evil way ; and God repented of the evil, 
which he said he would do unto them ; and he did it not. 


But it displeased Jonah exceedingly, and he was angry. 
And he prayed unto the Lord, and said, I pray thee, O 
Lord, was not this my saying, when I was yet in my 
country ? Therefore 1 hasted to flee unto Tarshish ; for 
I knew that thou art a gracious God, and full of compas- 
sion, slow to anger, and plenteous in mercy, and repentest 
thee of the evil. Therefore, now, O Lord, take, I beseech 
thee, my life from me ; for it is better for me to die than 
to live. And the Lord said, Doest thou well to be angry ? 
Then Jonah went out of the city, and sat on the east side 
of the city, and there made him a booth, and sat under it 
in the shadow, till he might see what would become of the 
city. And the Lord God prepared a gourd, and made it 
to come up over Jonah, that it might be a shadow over 
his head, to deliver him from his evil case. So Jonah was 
exceedingly glad because of the gourd. But God pre- 
pared a worm when the morning rose the next day, 
and it smote the gourd, that it withered. And it came to 
pass, when the sun rose, that God prepared a sultry east 
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wind ; and the sun beat upon the head of Jonah, that he 
fainted, and requested for himself that he might die, 
and said, It is better for me to die than to live. And 
God said to Jonah, Doest thou well to be angry for the 
gourd? And he said, I do well to be angry even unto 
death. And the Lord said, Thou hast had pity on the 
gourd, for the which thou hast not laboured, neither 
madest it grow ; which came up in a night, and perished 
in a night : and should not I have pity on Nineveh, that 
great city, wherein are more than six score thousand 
persons that cannot discern between their right hand 
and their left hand ; and also much cattle ? 


Reader : 


Brethren: This Day of Atonement is given us to 
reconcile us with God, with our fellow-beings and with 
ourselves. To God we owe all that we are and all that 
we possess ; and of all the goods of the earth which he 
has placed at our command, we are but the stewards. 
Rich or poor, strong or weak, wise or simple, he has knit us 
all together by bonds of humanity, so that we may 
form one living brotherhood before our heavenly Father. 
The knowledge of this saving truth was fostered in 
Israel by the’ Sabbath, which was given as a day 
of redemption from the yoke of servitude; that the 
servant might on that day also be free like his master. 
Likewise the law proclaimed Sabbatical release on 
every seventh year to all who bore the burden of 
distress, of slavery and of debt in Israel. But most 
solemnly did the Day of Atonement proclaim the law of 
equal justice to all; in each Jubilee year it was to send 
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forth the trumpet call of liberty and of human brother- 
hood to all the oppressed in the land. For to God 
belong the heavens and the earth, and we are but day- 
labourers, strangers and sojourners before him, There- 
fore would God on this Sabbath of Sabbaths have 
us make all possible amends for the wrongs done in the 
turmoil of life, and to resolve to work for the time when 
all who have been enfeebled and bruised in life’s severe 
battle shall be restored to their human heritage. As 
a veritable time of atonement and reconciliation, this day 
was intended to reconcile each human being to his own 
destiny, to bring men nearer unto one another in brother- 
hood, and to restore peace to every heart and home.
